The Iowa Annual Confepanoa of the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church hald'its twelfth session 
in the M.E.Chupch' in Keokuk, Iowa, comnencing 
on the 26th day of September, A.D. 1855, Bishop 
Matthew Simpson, Presiding. 

The Bishop opened the Conference' by' read- 
ing the Scriptures, and singing and prayer, led 
by Rev. Samuel Clark, followed by Rev.L.Sworm- 
stedt.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

The Committee on Education have carefully 
weighed, the various ’ subjects submitted for 
their consideration, and have endeavored to 
investigate as fully as time and circumstances 
would allow the great Educational interests of 
the Church in the bounds of the Iowa Annual 
Conference, and beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing Report: - , 
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Your Committse are fully convincad that it is 
the duty of the Methodist Episcopal Church, in 
the bounds of this Conference to direct its at- 
tention and devote its means and energies to 
the work of Educating. Experience has taught us 
that it is not wise to leave this work to the 
State, and if it were wise, it is not practicabre. 
One Central Institution will not educate the chil. 
dren of a whole State, and if it could, the Church 
could accomplish better with less means. To suc- 
ceed in this work commensurate with the wantsand 
the interests of the community there must be di- 
rect responsibility; character must be staked up- 
on the issue,; higher motives than mere pecuniary 
reward or literary honors must animate the teach- 
ers; and the teachers must be backed by the moral 
power of a church, ora community, that they may 
be able to enforce. a healthful, discipline. And 
where shall we look for that. oneness of senti- 
ment, that union of purpose, those elevated feel- 
ings and views, those high religious motives and 
-that moral power to sustaini^ discipline, but to 
the Church of Christ. . • 

The man who doss not believe in the iramortalitj 
of the soul and the religion of the Bible, can 
have no other than^ low motives in attempting to 
instruct youth. He must regard Man as little more 
than a brute, and his efforts will correspond with 
his convictions. Hence no man is fit to be an Edu- 
cator, but one who believes in the religion of tha 
Bible, and the immortality of Man. Many good men 
are found in State Institutions, but so far as t 
are such, they are drawn from the church, and we o- 
j pine that the. church can best wield its own ener- 
gies and agencies. So evident is the proposition 
' that denominations are in every respect better E- 
ducators than the State, though it was once like 
Pharaoh's lean kine,poor and very ill-fawored, 
and lean -fleshed, it has grown into almost uni- 
versal favor, and become axiomatic. V/e are not as 
a church, making the experiment in the direction 
of education. We have tried and proved our heart- . 
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.inflssin the work and our ability to accomplish 
it. Methodism was born in a College, and Mr. Wesley 
was an Educator on the largest scale; Mr.Asbury 
was baptized into the same spirit and bequeathed 
his views and enterprise to the church. The church 
has furnished a large illustration of the wisdom 
of these views, and. the practicability of the Ed- 
ucational Enterprises which that fertile and com- 
prehensive mind contemplated. And the Cod of all 
grace has given in the numerous and glorious re- 
vivals that have been realized at our Colleges 
and. Universities, his divine sanction and mani- 
“fest approval. ~ 

■ _The Methodist Church must educate.lt is essen- 
tial to our prosper! ty-a part of our grand Meth- 
odistioal Economy which we cannot dispense with 
without materially marring its beauty and destr- 
oying its harmony and efficiency. 

If we will preserve our children to the church 
their education must be conducted by teachers 
that at least are not averse to the doctrines 
and discipline of the church-teachers that will 
tiot speak disparageingly of our doctrines, our 
means of grace ,and out itinerant system ,by 
which our children are to be brought into the 
church. If we do not educate others will;and 
will wield an influence through education that- 
will arrest the progress, to a great extent, with 
which’TTod has honored us.Wa have the wealth and - 
the members. The land is ours. The people look to 
us for the institutions where their children are 
to be educated, and we must either provide these 
institutions or be recreant to "our trust and, 
whether we are willing or not, must resign our 
commanding position of influence and usefulness. 

have no alternative. We must educate or lose 
our ground. God has given us this position and ■ 
bade us occupy until he comes. If we are unfaith- 
ful to our trust, He will take from us all that 
he has ever given, and give it to more faithful 
stewards.

This Institution, located at Mt. Pleasant, is in a 
flourishing. condition. The new College building is 
now completed, and will furnish room for the recep- 
tion of several hundred students. All the regular 
college classes are organized, and a class wHl 
graduate next summer. Seven professors and teachers 
..are employed in the different Departments of the 
University, and the number of students in attend- 
ance is fully equal to the largest calculations of 
its most sanguine friends.' 

As the charter of the University provides that 
the corporators shall adopt By-Laws, we would re- 
commend the ficceptance of the charter, and the ad- 
option of the following By-Laws; 

There shall be a Board of Trustees, consisting 
- of 24 members, one half of whom shall be laymen, 

, the other 'half members ,of the Iowa Annual Confer- 
ence, and shall be divided into four classes; the 
term of .office of the. first class shall expire 
at the end of one year; the second class at the end 
of two years; the third class three .years; the fourth 
class four years! who shall be chosen bv nomina- 
tion and viva voce vote,nine of whom shall consti- 
tute a quorum for the transaction of business. 
There shall be chosen from among their number 
a President, Secretary and Treasurer, who shall be 
members of the Board of Corporators. . 

The Tijustees of the University, in connection 
with the Faculty, shall have full .po.wer- to make » 
rules and regulations for the government of said 
University, provided those rules do not conflict 
with the charter of the University, the Constitu- 
tion and Laws of this State and of the United 
States.. :

■ falling off the present year of $4'7.5S8..98 from, 
the collections of the past year. The general de- 
rangement of the currency, and consequent pres- 
sure in the monetary affairs of the countryhave 
contributed to this result. 

Your Committee would suggest, that these things 
ought not so to be. No derangement of the curren- 
cy should in anywise lessen our benevolent con- ^ 
tributions. And when we consider the inestimable 
value of God*s blessed word and it*s hallowing 
influences upon the world; we can but regret 
that there has been a ’delinquency on the part 
of the friends of the Bible. -At a time when 
God in his providence was opening the way for 
the universal dissemination of his word among [ 
the millions of our earth.

Rev.Alfred Bishop, is supposed to have been 
born hot far from Reposit-,DeL,Co. ,N.Y.Ho ear- 
ly gave his heart to God, being only about 14 
years of ago when he was converted. He was li- 
censed to preach in 1840;about the year 1849 
ho was employed to travel in the northern 
part of Illinois for one year; in 1850 he was 
employed on the Andrew Circuit, in the Iowa 
Conference, oiin 1851, was rece'ived on trial- and 
fully commenced his traveling career. For two y 
years he braved the storms and winds of the ex- 
treme northern frontier of our Conferencef his 
work, Yellow River Mission, was large and rough, 
requiring a great deal, of travel and exposure, 
yet none of these things moved him-faithfully 
and earnestly he prosecuted his heavenly miss- 
ion. -The next year he filled the work on Garna- 
villo circuit, with satisfaction to those he - 
served, but thinking’ he could not do as myiuch 
good on that as on a new work, was accordingly 
appointed to Colosburg,but he never reached 
his field of labor;he was quite indisposed at

The Rev.Ancil Wright was born in the tom 
.of Galen, Geneses Co.N.Y. ,of parents, members, 
nf the Baptist- Chubch .At the ago of seven- . 
teen, he sought and obtained the pardoning grace 
of God,and after- some struggle and considerable 
o.pposition, joined the M.E. Church, as,‘ hat of his 
particular choice. The evidences of his change 
were remarkably satisfactory to his own mind. 
.At about nineteen years of age, he was licensed 
as an exhortor,wh 0 n* with his characteristic • 
zeal and fidelity he commenced warning sinners 
to flee from the wrath to -come. Between the ages 
of 21 and 22 he was’ married to Miss Sarah M.Mc-, 
Kee,who after having most cheerfully and effic- 
iently shared with him his itinerant career, rtow 
mourns her irreperable loss. . ' 

About this time, while living at Sackett’s 
Harbor, the Church saw fit in its wisdom to 
give him license to preach -the. unsearchable 
riches of Christ, being fully persuaded that 
God had called him thereunto, . . ' 

In the capacity of a local preacher he lab- 
ored for about ten years, though often solicited 
to engage in the, worlcof the itinerancy. Inl844 
he emigrated to Iowa, md in 1847, at the solic- 




“itatioa of his brethrsn, being recpmiaendedfroni 
Dubuque City/whare he was than living, ha ent- 
ered the traveling. conneotion. 



His first appointment was as a junior preach- 
er to Oskaloosa cir’t,Rev. E.H.Jennison in 
charge; his labor was abundant and travels ex- 
. tensive. ■ ' . ’ 

The next year he returned to the same charge 
alone.. This was a' year of labor and most cheer- 
ing,; success. His next year was spent on the 
Pittsburgh circuit, where he had some diffioult- 
- ies to encounter, but he secured many friends, 
and considerable success, and was returned’ the 
next year to the same work. The fifth .■year he 
was appointed to Tipton, in the Iowa City Dist- 
rict, where by 'indefat'igable labor he succeeded 
in an extensive revival, 240 or more joining the 
church. On this work he undoubtedljr laid the foun- 
dation of disease, from whi,ch he never fully re- 
covered. The sixth year was spent on the Coles- 
•burg mission, where' he left many friends. He then 
spent a year at Rock Dale, near 4ubuque,very 
pleasantly. Last yeair he received his appoint- 
ment to the Andrew work. ' 

He was blest in receiving into ,the church ov- 
er 1000 souls, during the few years of his itin- 
erancy. — At 'thflf time disease fastened .uponhim 
^ was absent with a brother, in Minnesota, some 
^0 miles distant from home. After the progress 
-of disease, for a few days, he was assured that 
-he could not live, painful as it might be to 
fall far from the bosom of his family.He remark- 
ed, that though he would like to do a' little more 
good in' the- world, by preaching Christ, .yet he had 
been making his arrangements for a long time 
for' that hour, and was ready for it. He sent 
hi's kindest regards to his' Presiding Elder, and 
the Conference, assuring them that if permitted 
ho would be among the first to hail them as 
they enter the New Jerusalem.
